side is the topography of 
Plano. The town rises to the 
northwest and less pressure 
is 
available 
for 
watering

“People will be on duty 24 
hours a day to insure the 
delivery of enough water to 
Plano 
citizens,” 
Griffin 
said. 
“ We 
are 
doing 
everything 
we 
can 
to 
alleviate the shortage and 
the North Texas Municipal 
Water District is diverting 
water to Plano as quickly as 
our system can absorb it. 
Griffin pointed out that the 
average daily consumption 
during non-watering months 
is 3.400,000 gallons. Sunday’s 
consumption was 7,800,000 
gallons, and most of the 4.4 
million gallon difference was 
put on yards. 


“ T h a t’s 
where 
w e’re 
wasting water,” he said. “ It 
Would help if people watered 
their lawns during the week 
rather than on weekends. 
This would cut 
down the 
demand on the system on 
Saturdays 
and 
Sundays. 
Also, it would help to water 
only early in the mornings— 
before noon. The peak hours 
of consumption occur bet­ 
ween 6 p.rn and midnight. If 
we run out of water, that’s 
when it will happen.” 
lf Plano runs out of water, 
the city will 
immediately 
contact the major users of 
water and request them to 
limit their consum ption, 
Dougal said. The 
Plano 
Independent School District 
is the largest user of water 
during the summer because 


of all the grass that must be 
watered, lie said, but added 
that the district was always 
cooperative about hours, etc. 
Contractors would also lose 
their supplies of water not 
e ssen tial 
to their work, 
Dougal added. 
Dougal stressed that these 
m easu res 
would 
be 
u n ­ 
necessary 
if 
the 
citizens 
cooperate now. 
“We have enough water 
for normal use, but people 
must be careful with what 
they use. 
“ I think we can supply the 
people enough water to keep 
their lawns looking nice,” 
Dougal 
said, 
“ but 
if 
the 
demand 
becomes 
too 
e x ­ 
tensive we may have to go to 
rationing and then the lawns 
will probably die.”

Dougal, director of Planning 
and Engineering. “ Sunday 
was 
pure 
consumption. 
There were no major fires 
and 
no 
contractors 
were 
working 
and 
demanding 
m ajor withdrawals of water. 
Most of this water was put on 
lawns and much of it was 
wasted.” 
He pointed out that the 
safe daily pumpage is right 
at 8,000,000 gallons, but if 
people continue the trend of 
high water usage, the city 
could conceivably demand 
9,000,000 gallons He said the 
city once pumped 8,500,000 
gallons during one day and 
this completely drained the 
tanks. 
When 
the 
tanks 
a re 
drained, 
the 
c ity ’s 
fire 
protection 
is 
sev erely 
cu rtailed , City 
M anager 
David Griffin pointed out. He 
noted that the fire mains use 
the same water supply as 
individual consumers. If a 
fire 
broke 
out, 
the 
fire 
department would be able to 
get some water, but it might 
not be enough if the ordinary 
water 
demand 
had 
been 
high. 
Griffin 
urged 
Plano 
citizens get as much use as 
possible out of the water 
used. He noted the water 
supply for drinking, bathing, 
washing, 
sewer 
facilities, 
etc. could easily be main­ 


tained, but the amount of 
water used on lawns could be 
a serious problem. 
He suggested that citizens 
limit themselves to watering 
their 
lawns 
IO hours 
a 
month. This will enable each 
household to put about 10,000 
gallons a month on lawns. 
Dougal pointed out that 
most lawns require only one 
inch of water a week to be 
kept alive and green. He said 
that most people waste much 
of the water that is put on the 
lawns. 
“ The 
west 
side 
will 
probably be hurt more by the 
water shortage,” he said. 
“The construction of a major 
pipeline, the Custer pump 
station 
and 
the
